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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 2-8, 1 4-1 8, 23 and 24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 2 and 6 are allowable for at least the reason, "the major axis of the 

elongated beam shape of the reference beam is coincident with an outer diameter of a 
beam shape of the object beam" as set forth in the claimed combination. Claims 3-5, 7 
and 8 are allowable due to their dependence on claims 2 and 6. 

Claims 14-18, 23 and 24 are allowable for the reasons cited in the previous office 
action of 06 August 2008.
